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THE 
TEBOW 
DEBATE 

The Denver QB’s got major 
faith— why are people so 
up in arms about religion?

As if gridiron rivalries weren’t intense enough, 
Tim Tebow has brought God into it. 

But the Denver Broncos’ quarterback isn’t 
the first professional football player to pro- 
fess his Christian faith on the field. In fact, 
for centuries, athletes around the world have 
credited victories to forces mightier than 
their own. 

So why is everyone so taken aback by 
Tebow, whose team embarrassed the Bears on 
Sunday in Denver? 

Perhaps it’s the convergence of two sen- 
sitive seasons— football and the holidays. 
As people of faith fight over menorahs and 
creches, Hanukkah bushes and Christmas 
trees, it seems only natural that football faith- 
ful would debate whether players and prayers 
belong in the same arena. 

Larry Taunton, author of “The Grace Ef- 
fect,” argues that the mimicking of Tebow’s 
prayerful posture, now popularly known as 
“Tebowing,” is just another attack on Chris- 
tianity in the public square. He points to the 
Detroit Lions’ player who was largely ignored

when he bowed down in mock prayer after 
sacking Tebow earlier this year. 

“We’re increasingly treating Christianity 
like smoking,” said Taunton, who hosted a fi- 
ery Twitter chat and wrote a column for USA 
Today on the controversy about Tebow last 
week. “You can do it, but only in the designat- 
ed areas. Don’t bring it into the public arena.” 

Joseph Price, a religion and sports scholar 
who has written about the Super Bowl as a 
religious festival, said prayer and pigskin have 
peacefully co-existed for years, and the NFL, 
perhaps understandably has done little to 
stop it. He refers to post-game prayers in the 


early 1990s when opposing teams knelt to- 
gether midfield, stirring the ire of some fans. 

But in Tebow’s case, something seems dif- 
ferent. He’s an unconventional, run-first 
quarterback without the strongest throwing 
arm. And he throws left-handed, which is not 
to be discounted as a factor in how Tebow is 
perceived. Price said. 

But, Price said, some attitudes toward 
Tebow are well beyond his control. Fans and 
entrepreneurs are amplifying the player’s 
professions of faith to create a messianic sort 
of marketing message, he said. After all, the 
Broncos are winning with him as a starting 


quarterback. 

“For me, the Tebowing is certainly a genu- 
ine expression on his part given his off-held 
attitudes and expressions,” said Price, author 
of “From Season to Season: Sports as Ameri- 
can Religion.” 

“I also think it has a great deal of fascina- 
tion right now because the Broncos’ season 
has been miraculously resurrected. ... It’s not 
clear Tebow endorses that kind of identihca- 
tion of him as a Jesus hgure or savior, even 
though the Broncos would love to see him be 
the second coming of John Elway” their two- 
time Super Bowl-winning quarterback.

HOLIDAY TRAVEL ISN’T A TRIP FROM HELL

It’s a time-worn holiday tradition: You 
drag yourself to the airport, stand in the 
security line for hours, cram yourself 
onto a crowded plane and pay through 
the nose for the right to do so. 

If recent data is correct, though, 
holiday travel in general is becoming 
something more Americans are decid- 
ing they can — or have to — do without. 

“Holiday travel has been one of the 
most resilient traditions of Americans,” 
said Rick Garlick, senior director of 
consulting and strategic implementa- 
tion for marketing company Maritz. 
Yet with the economy still in the gutter 
and unemployment high, a poll Maritz 
conducted found record-low numbers 
of people will travel this holiday season. 

Just 21 percent of those polled 
planned to travel for the holidays this 
year, down from 28 percent in 2010. 
“When you project that over millions 
of Americans, it’s pretty significant,” 
Garlick said. 

People taking flights out of Chicago 
might be in the biggest pickle— prices 
are high, even though fewer people are 
flying, according to Mark Murphy, a 
travel writer and president and CEO of 
Travel Alliance. 

The biggest issue with travel this year 
is airlfare},” he said. “There are fewer 
seats .... Add supply and demand, and 
you are paying a huge premium to fly” 

A recent search showed a roundtrip 
nonstop flight from O’Hare to LAX 
from Dec. 23 to 26 costs about $560 on 
United Airlines and a roundtrip flight 
from Midway to New York’s LaGuar- 
dia Airport on Southwest for the same 
time period would be about $660. Fly- 
ing from Midway to Atlanta on Delta 
runs about $340 for the same dates. 

Add to the stress of high prices an 
increasingly rough airport experience, 
with full-body X-rays and pat-downs, 
and it’s like a mixed-martial arts contest 
of traveler vs. the world. To help with 
this year’s trip, RedEye stacks up tips 
for navigating the modern-day jungle 
that is holiday travel out of Chicago.

Jet setter? 

The Centers for Disease Control And Prevention 
says you can take some steps to avoid jet lag or 
lessen its effect. The CDC website urges travelers 
to drink water (duh), move around and sleep dur- 
ing flights (hard to do both, though) and avoid caf- 
feine, alcohol and big meals (perfect advice for the 
holidays, right?). 



Fly out of Midway 

If there’s an option, or if Midway’s the way you’re al- 
ready headed, good news: There are a few benefits to the 
South Side airport. The Tribune reports Midway boasts a 
(tiny) edge over O’Hare in on-time arrivals (74.4 vs. 67.6 per- 
cent), arrival delays (14.2 vs. 18.8 minutes), on-time holiday 
departures (76.4 vs. 72.1 percent) and average security wait 
time (7 minutes vs. 9 minutes). 


Eat in 

Schlepping carry-on bags, 
books, laptop and a coat 
to the food court in the 
airport? Not necessar- 
ily necessary anymore. If 
you’re flying out of O’Hare 
and have an Android 
phone or iPhone, you can 
download “B4 You Board,” 
an app that allows you to 
get your food delivered 
to your gate. Your options 
aren’t unlimited, and they 
don’t deliver to every gate 
in Terminal 3, but it could 
come in handy. 


Dealing 

The CDC has some ex- 
tremely specific advice 
about how long you can 
expect to be suffering 
the ill effects of a flight. 
According to their site, 
“after eastward flights, jet 
lag lasts for the number 
of days roughly equal to 
two-thirds the number 
of time zones crossed; 
after westward flights, 
the number of days is 
roughly half the number 
of time zones.” 


Fine time? 

Be on the watch for delays. Earlier this month, American 
Eagle was fined $900,000 for breaking rules that prohib- 
ited keeping passengers stuck on the tarmac for too long, 
the first time legislation on the much-hated practice has 
been put to use. “We put the tarmac rule in place to pro- 
tect passengers, and we take any violation very serious- 
ly,” Transportation Secretary Ray LaHood said in a post on 
the Department of Transportation’s website.

TAXI PILE DRIVER 


Mayor: More eyes will 
be on cabs, drivers

Acknowledging that Chicago falls short in 
regulating the safety of taxis, Mayor Hmanuel 
on Monday proposed a list of reforms that 
include closer monitoring of tickets issued to 
cab drivers and a 12-hour limit on a cabbie's 
workday 

llie proposals, which will be introduced 
to the City Council on Wednesday, follow a 
Tnbune investigative series that spotlighted 
dangerous cab drivers and the city^s inability 
to keep them off the road. 

“Higher safety is the goal, and that hasn't 
been the case to date. And you can see it many 
times by some of the [local media's} report- 
ing," Emanuel said at a news conference out- 
side the Merchandise Mart, “^So what we're 
gping to do is ensure the safety, quality of the 
ride and the fuel efficiency of the vehicle and 
it's going to change that whole experience.” 

The proposed reforms are intended to fix a 
system that allowed many cabbies to rack up 
dozens of traffic violations and remain behind 
the wheel. 

Rut while the plan addresses many of the 
issues raised by the Tribune investigation, 
it doesn’t take up one of the major findings: 
the failure of the city's administrative hearing 
process to discipline cabbies with the worst 
driving records. 

Under the proposed new system, the Secre- 
tary of State's office and Chicago police would 
regularly provide city officials with the traffic 


record of cabbies, allowing better tracking of 
those who accrue repeated violations. 

“We will have access in real-time to moving 
violations and traffic accidents that involve 
taxi eabs,” said Rosemary Krimbel, Commis- 
sioner of the Department of Business Affairs 
and Consumer Protection. 

The city currently does not track traffic 
tickets issued to cabbies, who only have to 


produce a copy of their driving records once a 
year for their cabbie license renewal. 

The proposed T2-hour limit on a driver’s 
day is in line with federal motor vehicle safety 
laws. The city also wants to institute manda- 
tory behind-the-whcel training, something 
that now doesn’t exist. 

In an effort to enforce the 12-hour cap, the 
use of GPS and other technologies would be 


required in taxis to allow the city to check 
on how long drivers are staying on the road. 
Alaximum fines for companies violating some 
of the new regulations would increase from 
Siooo to S5000. 

Transportation safety advocates lauded the 
proposals as an encouraging step forward for 
the city, which hasn’t significantly revamped 
its taxi regulations in more than a decade.

With every scuff, stain and tear adding value, 
football jerseys from a bruising Sunday NFL 
afternoon can be trophies for collectors. 

The damage, of course, is expected to occur 
during a game —on the field and while worn by 
a player. But that doesn’t always happen. 

By doctoring hundreds of jerseys over sever- 
al years, federal authorities say Jarrod Oldridge 
and others deceived collectors and profited il- 
legally 

Oldridge’s legal troubles didn’t cost him his 
company’s contract with the Bears, who said 
the criminal activity covered a period before 
they partnered. But at least two other NFL 
teams are moving to sever ties with the Las Ve- 


gas company while fans and collectors are left 
wondering whom to trust. 

The episode is the latest reminder of the risk 
fans and collectors face when they buy expen- 
sive memorabilia, whether it’s an autograph, an 
old ball or puck, or game-worn equipment. 

Unless a player is seen signing an item or giv- 
ing his jersey to a fan— a la “Mean” Joe Greene 
in a 1979 Coke commercial— there is no guar- 
antee of authenticity in memorabilia. 

“The only way to know if it is for sure {au- 
thentic} is to watch the guy wear it and throw 
it to you,” said Joel Levine, a New Tbrk attor- 
ney whose now-defunct company. Game Ex- 
clusives, held a similar contract with the Bears 
during its 2006 Super Bowl season. 


The stakes have only grown as teams and 
memorabilia companies market history as it 
occurs, with uniforms and equipment collect- 
ed after every game. For instance, Brian Ur- 
lacher’s jersey from a November game against 
Detroit is available from JO Sports, Oldridge’s 
company for $8,500. 

According to court records, Oldridge admit- 
ted that from 2004-08 he and others doctored 
jerseys and then sold them to other companies, 
including trading card businesses. Five others 
were charged as part of a five-year federal sting. 
Oldridge, 37, faces up to 20 years in prison and 
a $250,000 fine. Oldridge pleaded guilty to 
federal charges in November; his sentencing is 
scheduled for May

Firestorm after ads pulled 


Lowe’s was facing backlash Monday from play- 
ers in politics and entertainment after decid- 
ing to pull its advertisements from TLC’s “Ml- 
American Muslim.” 

The series follows five Muslim families liv- 
ing in Dearborn, Mich., and Lowe’s told CNN 
over the weekend that it has received “a sig- 
nificant amount of communication from every 
perspective possible” regarding the show. 

“Individuals and groups have strong politi- 
cal and social views on this topic, and this pro- 
gram became a lightning rod for many of those 


views. 

The move has received support from the 
Florida Family Association, which said the 
TLC series is “propaganda that riskily hides 
the Islamic agenda’s clear and present danger 
to American liberties and traditional values,” 
but others have spoken out against it. 

There’s a petition out to encourage adver- 
tisers to continue supporting the series, and 
California Sen. Ted Lieu has also expressed his 
disagreement with Lowe’s decision. 

Lieu wrote a letter to Lowe’s CEO calling 


the company’s removal of ad spots from the 
program “bigoted, shameful and un-Ameri- 
can,” as well as “profoundly ignorant.” 

Russell Simmons, chairman of The Founda- 
tion for Ethnic Understanding, calling foul on 
Lowe’s play 

“This can’t happen in America, [Lowe’s] 
needs to fix this immediately ...There are 
American principles at stake here,” Simmons 
told Entertainment Weekly “This country is 
built on religious freedom. This is the kind of 
hate that tears the country apart.”

Ditto 
for Roger Clemens and Rafael Palmeiro***. 

Pbyers who have figured out it’s better to 
apologii^e— including Alex Rodrigue^i and 
Mark McGwire— regain some goodwill 
Learn from them, Mr. Braun. One mistake 
does not have to undo a career. If you’re 
guilty it’s best to accept the 50 -game suspen- 
sion and move on. 

Where the line is drawn, however, is the 
Hall of Fame. There should be no room for 
doubt (or a special wing****) as to how great 
a player is, and we don’t get an accurate sense 
of that when performance enhancers are 
involved. can’t say for example, that using 
Drug Cocktail X equals 10 percent more 
home runs or 5 percent more hits.

Braun has denied wrongdoing, and for 
his sake I hope he’s exonerated. Otherwise, 
compounding a lie with false indignation 
could ruin him. For the fans’ sake, if not your 
own, make some amends.

As part of the team behind Chicago spots like 404 Wine Bar, The 
Irish Oak, Jack’s Bar & Grill and Brunch, Ryan Marks has his hands in 

nearly every aspect of the bar biz. From deciding on liquor brands to designing lighting to cre- 
ating the specials and applying for permits, Marks’ days have been especially packed lately as 
the tavern group has prepared to open its latest venture, a sports bar called Derby in Lincoln 
Park. Marks took a break from his hectic schedule to fill us in on what to expect when Derby 
opens to the public Friday 


How did the Kentucky-theme concept for 
Derby come about? 

Well, the concept has definitely evolved. 

We didn’t realize what a great concept it 
was when we first started building. It was 
first concepted as a British gastropub ... but 
then all these gastropubs started popping up 
everywhere. We didn’t want to jump on that 
bandwagon. We ended up hiring a GM who 
had been to 17 Kentucky Derbies; his family 
was from Louisville. So we had the idea to 
change the concept to racing in general with 
a focus on Southern culture and food. 

How does the theme play into the look of the 
space? 

The bar has a very Ralph Lauren look with 
dark woods, dark colors. We’ve incorporated 
jockey silks into the menus and hanging on 
the walls. I actually found on eBay a vintage 
derby car that will be hanging from the 
ceiling. There are so many exciting things 
around racing and events we can put on. 
We’re hoping to shut down Magnolia Avenue 
for the Kentucky Derby, put up a jumbotron 


and throw a huge party 

What are some can’t-miss menu Items? 

Definitely the Kentucky Hot Brown. It’s 
prepared in a skillet ... a big thick pieces of 
bread with smoked turkey and smoked ham, 
open-faced and topped with a smoked gouda 
bechamel sauce, bacon and grilled tomato. 
The majority of our 24 beers on tap will be 
American craft brews. Definitely try the 
Abita Light that we’ll have on tap. 

How will Derby balance the restaurant and 
late-night scene In Lincoln Park? 

You’re going to see a change as the night goes 
on. In this neighborhood we’re not denying 
the fact that there are going to be families 
coming in for dinner. As far as I know, this is 
going to be the nicest sports bars in the area. 
But it’s going to turn around 9:30 or 10 p.m. 
We’ll have DJs and live acoustic music. Right 
now we’re in talks with several different 
groups for college and professional sports 
affiliations. This is an anybody type of sports 
bar— we’ve got more than 35 flatscreens.
